CHANDLER, a reporter for 
Life, told a three-judge fed- 
eral panel last week that the 
Orleans subpena is a form of 
harassment by Dist. Atty. Jim 
Garrison’s office. Chandler 
claims that the DA has threat- 
ened to “get even” with him 
by prosecuting him for per- 
jury. 

The current Jefferson jury 
was impaneled Sept. 18. Jef- 
ferson DA Frank H. Langridge 
asked the jury to investigate 
j the allegations made by Life 
i that his office has failed to 
prosecute organized crime fig- 
ures and that Carlos Marcel- 
lo runs a Cosa Nostra empire 
from the parish.
